OFJERMONT 


Frederick Holbrook Dies at 


a Ripe Old Age 


AN ADVISER OF LINCOLN 


His Service at 
Personal Interview 


Followed by Final .Call For Troops 
Which Ended War—Interest In Em- 


byronlc Military Affaire Proved Use- 
ful In HI* Duties as Chief Executive 


of Green Mountain State 


Brattleboro, Vt.-, April 29.—Fred- 


erick Hoibrook, former governor of 
Vermont, the oldest ex-governor in 
the country, and one of the last of 
the Civil war governors, died at his 
home here last night, aged 96 years. 


Death 
was 
due 
to 
exhaustion, 


brought on by a recent attack of bron- 
chitis. 
He retained his faculties to 


the last moment, and before he died 
gave his final instructions as to the 
disposition of his household affairs. : 


His death was so unexpected that 


time was not available to summon to 
the former governor's bedside his only 
living child, Franklin S. Hoibrook of 
Boston. 


Mr. Hoibrook was one of the closest 


of President Lincoln's confreres among 
the state governors, and his advice at 
a personal interview was followed by 
the final call for troops which brought 
an end to the war.

politics. 
As a member of this party 


he was elected to the Vermont senate 
In 1849-BO, and was governor of the 
state In 1861-63. 
During his term 


as governor he floated ?1,500,000 of 
bonds at a premium, and equipped 
many regiments of troops. 


His most notable act in office was to 


devise means for the care of Injured 
soldiers, and it was through him that 
Vermont was the first state to pro- 
vide hospitals for its soldiers.

In the House of Lords is the throne 


used, by the king when opening or 
proroguing Parliament in state. U 
stands under a gilt canopy and is. rais- 
ed' a few steps .above the floor. It Is 
of Burmese teak, carved an$ gilded . 
and studded with crystals.

er side is a lower throne intended for 
the heir apparent and the Queen con- 
sort. 


The throne in St. James's Palace is 


very large and imposing, with a cano-

Over the 
seat of the Emperor and Empress'ls 
an Immense silver shield presented 
to Frederick William IV., by the peo- 
ple of Berlin, and just in front of 
the throne hangs the great rock crys- 
tal chandelier under which Luther 
himself once stood In the Reichstag 
at Worms. 


it is hard to say offhand how many 


thrones the Russlon Emperor has. The 
three chief ones are those at the Im- 
perial Palace and the Winter Palace 
at St. Petersburg, and In the Kremlin 
at Moscow. This last was a present to 
the Czar Alexis in 16G& trom the Shah 
of Persia. It is entirely covered with 
thick plates of gold set with precious 
stones and a.ternating with plaques 
of ivory chiselled in high'relief- Thii 
fact and date of the presentation arc 
recorded in an Inscription on tne 
back of the throne. Just above are 
glistening double headed eagles ot 
Russia with angels on either side sup- 
porting the Imperial crown. 


In the Imperial Palace at St. Peters- 


burg the throne stands in an alcove of 
the marble throne room, with a -wido 
stretching canopy with thick gold 
.cords and deep fringes of gold em- 
broidery:. On the curtains behind -are 
embroidered the arms of. the Roman- 
offs surmounted by the crown, -with, 'a 
curious star shaped border all around. < 
Three wide steps lead up to. the 
throne, 


Neither Sweden nor Belgium pos- 


cesses a throne calling for 'special 
mention. In fact -what does duty for 
the throne of King Leopol is merely 
a comfortable .armchair in the chlel. 
reception room of the palace In Brus- 
sels.

The luuacy question in Ireland his 


lately received much attention, i; u-is 
been asserted for a long time tbat 
the people of 
Ireland 
have 
been 


steadily degenerating mentally, ami 
that the madhouses, which years ago 
were almost empty, are now full to 
overflowing. 
Various reasons have 


been given for this state of thin??, 
. ranging from the persecution practic- 
ed by the landlord down to the abuse 
of tea. 


k 
The writer has made investigations 


in most of the country asylums ana 
has -made inquiries; among Lbe people 
who- could throw light upon the mat- 
ter, including the doctors who look 
after the insane. 
The information 


thus obtained indicates mat the people 
have lost their dread of the poorhouse 
and the lunatic asylum, just as tho 
English people have lost the same 
dread. 
Twenty years ago it wus co:i- 


" sidered a. disgrace to have a relative 
in either institution; now the feeling 
of disgrace has disappeared. 


1 Therefore when the'farmer becomes 
too old to look after bis property and 
sits down in the chimney corner to 
smoke his life away and to chat with 
himself during the process, his sons 
decide that he is "queer," or "off hit; 
head," and they have him examined 
and sent to ttic asylum. 
He is thus 


provided with good quarters and triey 
save the expense of kecpiug him. Tins 
is one reason for the fulness of tne 
lunatic asylums. 


Other reasons may be supplied by 


the lunacy doctors and their desire ?J 
better themselves and their brethren 
Each asylum must have one doctor 
for a certain number of patients, and 
as the patients increase so does Hi? 
strength of the medical staff. Then a 
doctor having spent a short time iu an 
asylum and becoming unfit for his 
work is pensioned off for life. One re- 
sult of this is that the asylum doctors 
will pass as insane anybody who ex- 
hibits signs of eccentricity, however 
insignificant, ihe main object being 
to employ as many medical men ua 
possible, "each of whom takes his pen- 
sion when he considers that his time 
has come. 


As a matter of fact, I find that the 


madhouse, which some time ago was 
dreaded much more than the prison, is 
•now preferred to the workhouse, unrl 
it is crJserted that if a commission or 
independent mental experts visited me 
asylums and examined ihe inmates a 
large proportion of the patients would 
be discharged as not being entitled to 
the hospitality of the establishments.

Criminal 


Lunatic Asylum outside Dublin, it 12 
declared to be a notorious fact tliat 
most of the inmates are sane. 


To this asylum are sent prisoners 


convicted of violence or murder wbon 
the juries find that they were -ir.saap 
at the time their crimes were commit- 
ted.

tirely different from the present form. 


Its charie:- provided for a .Mayor, 


to be 
appointed 
annually 
by

president, and 1'or a city council of 
twelve members, io be selected by llie 
white male inhabitants who had paid 
taxes the previous year. 


The corporation had authority to 


levy taxes, provide police, health and 
building regulations, to maintain und 
repair streets, and to do other things 
usually done by municipal corpora- 
tions. 


In 1812 a slight change was made, 


the Mayor being selected by the (juali- 
fied voters. Tis act also gave enlarg- 
ed power to ti-e corporation. It is in- 
teresting to note that prior to 18:12 
neither the Mayor nor the members of 
the council received any pay for thslr 
services. 
- 


Slight changes were again made In 


1&20, from which date until 1871,. when 
the charter was revoked and a new 
form of municipal government was 
established, the mayor was elected hy 
the vote of the qualified electors. The 
board of aldermen and common coi'.a- 
cil elected by the'taxpayers continued 
to legislate for the city. 


Considerable diplomacy had to be 


used in securing the land necessary 
for the city, says the Ohio Magazine. 
Nineteen of the proprietors, in con- 
sideration of the great benefit they ex- 
pected 
to derive from 
having the 


Federal city laid off upon their land, 
finally agreed to convey all their land 
to the president or the commissioners 
appointed by him under these condi- 
tions: 


First—They were to recelv* oo com- 


pensation for 'the 
land 
taken, 
for 


streets, the title to which should be 
in the United States. 


Second—The president was author- 


ized to retain as many squares as he 
thought necessary for public improve- 
ment or other public uses, for which 
land they should receive sixty-six and 
two-thirds dollars a.u acre. 


Third—The balance was to be laid 


out in lots, one-half to go to the Un- 
ited States, the other half to the own- 
ers of the land. 


The money received from the sa'/e 


of 
lots 
belonging to 
the 
United 


States was used in paying for the 
land taken for public use and in er- 
ecting public buildings. 
Other land 


was obtained by condemnation. 


The changes made in 1871 provided 


a municipal government for the entire 
District. 
The executive officer was a 


Governor, appointed by the President, 
for a term of four years. The legisla- 
tive body was an assembly composed 
of n council and a House of Dele- 
gates, the members of the former be- 
ing appointed by the President, the 
members of the latter elected by the 
qualified electors. 


The District was allowed a delegate 


in the House of Representatives, who 
was also elected by the qualified vot- 
ers, and who was a member of the 
Committee on the District of Colum- 
bia of the Houss of Representatives. 
There were several boards provided, 
the principal one being the board of 
public works, composed of the Gov- 
ernor ami four other persons, which 
had authority to make building rtgu-' 
lalions, change the streets rind grndes. 
build bridges and sewers and to per- 
form other similar duties. 


The arts of the board bVoueht forth 


bitter condemnation, which had njr.rh. 
to do with the abolishment of this 
new government. 
The panic of 1873 


was also instrumental in causing the 
change as the bonds issued could not 
be sold and the board was der-plv jn 
<?nb;.

The 1S71 form was abolished in 1S73 


and a temporary form 
established. 


It was in the hands of a board of 
Hires commissioners to be appointed 
by the President. 
It was followed 


by the present arrangement, provided 
by the act of June 11, ]S7S. 


This form, which is a municipal 


government similar to that of 1871. 
has worked well, and according to the 
majority opinion is the best municipal 
government in the United Stales. The 
board consists of three memuers, two 
of whom are appointed from civil life, 
by the president, the third being an 
officer from the Engineer corps of the 
ar^fy not under the grade-of Captain. 


The schools are under a board of 


education appointed by the Judges of 
the Supreme Court of the District an3 
consisting of nine members, three of 
whom must, be women.

TAFT AND BALI INGER 


Disagreement of 
President 


Secretary of Interior 


and 


Washington, 
April 
29.—President 


Taft has had his first clash -with a 
member of his cabinet. 
As the Tacts 


leak to the public, it was so warm 
that there was some danger for a 
while of his having a new secretary 
of the interior. Everything is not yet 
altogether serene, for it remains lo 
ho shown whether the restoration of 
about 5,000,000 acres of public lands 
to entry during April is giving the 
water power trust any golden oppor- 
tunities. 


One man. of national reputation was 


not offered a place in the cabinet be- 
cause he had been identified with the 
water power trust, and the informa- 
tion about the restoration of public 
lands to entry in the Rocky mountain 
region, was put before the president 
in a way that aroused his ire. Presi- 
dent 
Roosevelt 
had 
caused 
these 


lands to be withdrawn in the belief 
that lie was saving valuable water 
powers and minerals from being gob- 
bled up by monopolies, as, according 
to reports, had been done with such 
properties in the Sierras. 


The president investigated the mat- 


ter far enough to see that 21 bulle- 
tins withdrawing lands had been is- 
sued by Secretary Balinger, and that 
these affected lands in states all the 
way from the northern border down 
to the territory of New Mexico. Then 
he sent for Secretary .Ballinger and 
they had it out. The secretary was 
instructed to issue no more orders re- 
storing lands to the 
public 
domain 


till they had been examined by the 
geological survey for 
water • power 


and minerals. 


Secretary Ballinger claimed that he 


had been unable to find any law that 
warranted 'the • withdrawal 
of 
the 


lands by President Roosevelt, but this' 
did riot satisfy President Taft.
